Update on 3/12 Judges’ Meeting to Approve Local Rules Change Regarding Use of Restitution Affidavit
Aprahamian stated that the local rule was approved unanimously at the March 12, 2019 meeting. Paz
added that the local rule has now been published.

Aprahamian stated that affidavits must be prepared in advance with the documentation attached when
submitted. In most cases, a victim can have the affidavit notarized and not attend the restitution hearing, or
choose not to have the affidavit notarized and attend the restitution hearing. In the event that the affidavit
is not notarized, it can be sworn in at the hearing.
